week at the age of 44 of 
complications from a skiing 
accident last year. 

Friso, the younger brother 
of King Willem-Alexander 
and the second of three

trix, suffered severe brain 
damage after being bur¬ 
ied in an avalanche in 
Lech, Austria, on Feb. 17, 
2012. Fie was resuscitated, 
but his brain was gravely 
injured and he never re¬ 
gained more than minimal 
consciousness. Fie died on 
Monday and is survived 
by his wife. Princess Ma¬ 
bel, and their two young 
daughters. Because Friso 
gave up his place in the 
line of succession in 2004 
in order to marry Mabel, 
Friday’s funeral was not a 
state affair. It took place 
in Lage Vuursche, a small 
town on the outskirts of 
Utrecht, near the castle 
where he grew up — and 
where Beatrix plans to 
spend her retirement.

New NSA revelations spur congressional concern

An internal audit provided 
by Snowden to The Wash¬ 
ington Post shows the 
agency has repeatedly 
broken privacy rules or ex¬ 
ceeded its legal authority 
every year since Congress 
granted it broad new pow¬ 


ers in 2008. 

In the typographical error 
category, the Post cited a 
2008 example of the col¬ 
lection of a “large num¬ 
ber” of phone records from 
when a programming error 
confused the capital area 
code 202 for 20-2, the inter¬ 
national dialing code for 
Cairo, according to a qual¬ 
ity assurance review that 


was not distributed to the 
NSA's oversight staff. 

The NSA also saw a spike 
in the number of “room¬ 
ers,” or overseas, phone 
calls wrongly tracked in the 
first quarter of 2012, when 
those roomers traveled into 
U.S. territory, which is out¬ 
side NSA’s authority.

New bloodshed in Egypt as Islamists defy threat of force

CAIRO - Dozens of people 
were reportedly killed in 
renewed clashes Friday 
as thousands of followers

Brotherhood took to the 
streets of Cairo and other 
cities, facing police officers 
authorized to use lethal 
force if threatened. 

As the Islamist Brother¬ 
hood sought to regain 
momentum after a crush¬ 


ing crackdown by secu¬ 
rity forces Wednesday in 
which almost 640 people 
were killed, witnesses 
spoke of gunfire whistling 
over a main overpass in 
Cairo and at a downtown 
square as clashes erupted 


and police officers lobbed 
tear gas canisters. Reports 
of a rising death toll con¬ 
tinued throughout the day, 
with at least 68 confirmed 
dead.

About 30 bodies were laid 
out in a mosque in Ramses 
Square, which was be¬ 
ing used as a makeshift 
field hospital as the in¬ 
jured were brought in from 
clashes that included gun¬ 
fire nearby.

Companies halt 
operations amid 
violence in Egypt

DETROIT (AP) — A number 
of international companies 
have suspended opera¬ 
tions in Egypt as three days 
of violent street battles 
make the streets of Cairo 
unsafe. 

General Motors Co., Elec¬ 
trolux AB, Royal Dutch Shell 
PLC, Toyota Motor Corp., 
Suzuki Motor Corp., BASF SE 
and others shut down fa¬ 
cilities and told thousands 
of workers to stay at home 
during unrest that has left 
about 700 people dead 
since Wednesday. 

“This was a precautionary 
safety measure to ensure 
employees would not be 
exposed to risks traveling 
to and from work,” Daniel 
Frykholm, a spokesman for 
Swedish appliance maker 
Electrolux, said in an email. 
The company, which has 
about 6,700 workers in 
Egypt, asked employees to 
stay home Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon and Thursday. Fri¬ 
day and Saturday are the 
Egyptian weekend, and 
the company will decide 
Saturday evening if if’s safe 
enough fo resume normal 
operations, Frykholm said. 
Royal Dutch Shell closed 
its offices Thursday. They 
will remain shutfered Friday 
and Saturday. The compa¬ 
ny also restricted employ¬ 
ee travel as the violence 
continued and said it was 
monitoring the situation. 
It was unclear whether 
Shell’s main production fa¬ 
cility, a joint venture with 
Badr El-Din Petroleum Co., 
had been closed. 

General Motors’ Egyptian 
operations will remain shut 
indefinitely, including a 
plant in the Cairo suburb 
of 6th October City where 
it makes cars, light trucks 
and minibuses. The auto gi¬ 
ant has about 1,400 work¬ 
ers in Egypt, where in 1983 
it became the first private 
automaker to establish op¬ 
erations in the country. 

At least 698 people have 
been killed in violence that 
continues to rage after riot 
police razed two Cairo 
encampments where sup¬ 
porters of President Mo¬ 
hammed Morsi were pro¬ 
testing his ouster. □

Jan Caldwell, a spokes¬ 
woman for the San Diego 
County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, declined to com¬ 
ment on the content of 
Hannah's letters. 

“As to the other items, I be¬ 
lieve they rather stand on 
their own and clearly ele¬ 
vated the need to find her 
as soon as possible,” she 
wrote in an email. 

Asked on her ask.fm social 
media account this week if 
she would have preferred 
DiMaggio got a lifetime 
prison sentence instead of 
being killed, she said, “He

morial. The statue’s scaf¬ 
folding will be removed 
Saturday morning, and a 
crew is expected to finish 
cleaning up the site over 
the weekend, she said. 

“The Park Service is really 
glad that we were able to 
come up with a solution, 
one that doesn't require 


Master Lei to come back,” 
she said.

The first method, using pul¬ 
verized walnut shells, was 
abandoned after a test 
left an oily yellow stain on 
the memorial that had to 
be chiseled out. A second 
method using fine glass 
beads “was good, but not 
perfect,” Johnson said. 

The issue threatened to de¬ 
lay the work beyond the 
Aug. 28 anniversary, pos¬ 
sibly for months, and add 
thousands of dollars to re¬ 
pair costs. 

The timing was critical. Lei is 
scheduled to leave Wash¬

New US education standards face growing opposition

The Common Core, a set 
of standards for kindergar¬ 
ten through high school 
that has been ardently 
supported by the Obama 
administration and many 


business leaders and state 
legislatures, is facing grow¬ 
ing opposition from both 
the right and the left even 
before it has been prop¬ 
erly introduced into class¬ 
rooms. 

Tea Party conservatives, 
who reject the standards 
as an unwelcome edict 
from above, have called 
for them to be severely 
rolled back. 

Indiana has already put a 


brake on them. The Michi¬ 
gan House of Representa¬ 
tives is holding hearings on 
whether to suspend them. 
And citing the cost of new 
tests requiring more writ¬ 
ing and a significant on¬ 
line component, Georgia 


and Oklahoma have with¬ 
drawn from a consortium 
developing exams based 
on the standards. 

At the same time, a group 
of parents and teachers 
argue that the standards 
- and particularly the tests 
aligned with them - are 
simply too difficult. 

Those concerns were un¬ 
derscored last week when 
New York state, an early 
adopter of the new stan¬ 


dards, released results from 
reading and math exams 
showing that less than a 
third of students passed. 

“I am worried that the 
Common Core is in jeop¬ 
ardy because of this," said 
Randi Weingarten, presi¬ 


dent of fhe American Fed¬ 
eration of Teachers. “The 
shock value fhat has hap¬ 
pened has been so trau¬ 
matic in New York that you 
have a lot of people all 
throughout the state say¬ 
ing, ‘Why are you experi¬ 
menting on my kids?’” 
Supporters worry that op¬ 
position could start to 
snowball as states face 
new exams in 2014-15. 

“The danger here is that 


you have two kinds of 
problems going on,” said 
Kati Haycock, president of 
the Education Trust, a non¬ 
profit group that works to 
close achievement gaps. 
“One is a Tea Party prob¬ 
lem, which doesn't have 
deep roots but does have 
lots of polifical muscle be¬ 
hind it, and then you've 
got a bit of anti-test rebel¬ 
lion coming from the left. 
The question is what’s go¬ 
ing to happen if they both 
get together. That’s the 
more terrifying prospect.” 
The standards, which were 
written by a panel of ex¬ 
perts convened by gov¬ 
ernors and state superin¬ 
tendents, focus on critical 
thinking and analysis rather 
than memorization and 
formulas. 

The idea is to help ensure 
that students generally 
learn the same things in 
public schools across the 
country. 

One goal is to reduce high 
remediation rates at col¬ 
leges and universities and 
help students compete for 
jobs that demand higher 
levels of skills than in previ¬ 
ous generations. 

Secretary of Education 
Arne Duncan has repeat¬ 
edly emphasized that 
states, districts and teach¬ 
ers have broad flexibil¬ 
ity to devise their own cur- 
riculums and lesson plans 
based on the standards. 
Speaking about the Com¬ 
mon Core to the American 
Society of News Editors in 


June, Duncan said: “The 
federal government didn’t 
write them, didn’t approve 
them, and doesn't man¬ 
date them. And we never 
will. Anyone who says oth¬ 
erwise is either misinformed 
or willfully misleading." 

Last year Kentucky be¬ 
came the first state to give 
new math and reading 
tests based on the Com¬ 
mon Core, and as in New 
York, the levels of students 
deemed proficient fell 
sharply compared with a 
year earlier. 

Such results have spooked 
teachers watching from 
afar, particularly as more 
states are moving to evalu¬ 
ate teachers in part on stu¬ 
dent test scores. 

“Looking at the types of 
questions on these tests, 
I’m scared for my kids,” 
said Lisa Mims, a fifth- 
grade teacher at Pleas- 
antville Elementary School 
in New Castle, Del. “It just 
seems to me that it's what 
they're asking us to do in 
such a little bit of time, and 
then saying we're going to 
test this.” 

In an interview, Duncan 
acknowledged that the 
transition would be difficult. 
“It’s easier to keep say¬ 
ing everything’s looking 
great,” he said. “Potem¬ 
kin village, whitewash the 
walls. That's the easy way 
to do it, but I'm not quite 
sure that changes kids' 
lives or helps our coun¬

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
developers broke ground 
on homes at a faster pace 
in July. But the rise was all 


due to apartment con¬ 
struction, which is typically 
volatile. By contrast, build¬ 
ers began work on fewer 
single-family homes — the 
bulk of the market — and 


sought fewer permits to 
build them. 

Friday’s report from the 
Commerce Department 
suggests that home build¬ 
ing is maintaining its recov¬

ery but might be starting 
to be restrained by higher 
mortgage rates. 

Builders began work on 
houses and apartments 
at a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 896,000 in 
July, the department said. 
That was up 6 percent from 
June, though below a re¬ 
cent peak of more than 1 
million in March. Construc¬ 
tion began on 26 percent 
more apartments but de¬ 
clined 2.2 percent for sin¬ 
gle-family houses. 

The dip in single-family 
starts comes after other 
measures of the housing 
market have flattened or 
declined. It may signal that 
higher loan rates have be¬ 
gun to weigh on housing, 
which has otherwise steadi¬ 
ly recovered since earlier 
last year. 

Mortgage applications 
by potential homebuy- 
ers have fallen 15 percent 
since the end of April. 
Signed contracts to buy 
homes slipped in June after 
reaching a six-year high in 
May. 

The average rate on the 


30-year loan was 4.4 per¬ 
cent this week — a full per¬ 
centage point higher than 
in early May. Mortgage 
rates spiked in June after 
Chairman Ben Bernanke 
indicated that the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve could slow its 
bond purchases later this 
year. The bond purchases 
have kept long-term inter¬ 
est rates low, encourag¬ 
ing more borrowing and 
spending. 

“There’s no doubt that ris¬ 
ing rates have had an ef¬ 
fect,” said Dan Greenhaus, 
chief global strategist at 
BTIG, an institutional broker¬ 
age.

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Royal stumble for princess 
accused of cockfighting 


PORTLAND, Oregon (AP) — 

Princess Irina Walker, the 
daughter of the last king of 
Romania, was hobnobbing 
two years ago with Euro¬ 
pean royalty in Bucharest 
to celebrate the 90th birth¬ 
day of her regal father. 

On Friday, she and her hus¬ 
band — a former Oregon 
sheriff’s deputy — are ex¬ 
pected to appear in court 
to face charges of running 
a cockfighting business on 
their ranch in Eastern Or¬ 
egon. 

Government prosecutors 
say Irina and John Walker 
staged at least 10 cock- 
fighting derbies between 


April 2012 and April 2013, 
bringing in as much as 
$2,000 a day. Blades were 
attached to the birds' legs, 
spectators were charged 
admission, and food and 
drink were sold, the indict¬ 
ment said. 

Irina Walker, 60, is the third 
daughter of former Roma¬ 
nian King Michael I. The 
91-year-old Michael, one 
of the few surviving heads 
of sfate from World War II, 
was forced fo abdicafe 
by the communists in 1947. 
Sent into exile, he lived in 
Switzerland and worked 
as a commercial pilot and 
briefly as a chicken farmer. 


According to a state¬ 
ment on the royal fam¬ 
ily’s website. King Michael 
expressed “deep sorrow” 
about Princess Irina being 
arrested and hopes that 
the American justice sys¬ 
tem and Oregon courts 
will act as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. He does not mention 
his son-in-law and adds he 
hopes the presumption of 
innocence will function. 

The Walkers are charged 
with operating an illegal 
gambling business and 
conspiracy to violate the 
federal Animal Welfare Acf. 
Each of the offenses carries 
a maximum possible sen¬ 
tence of five years in prison 
and a fine of $250,000. Fed¬ 
eral prosecutors are seek¬ 
ing forfeiture of the ranch. 
Authorities arrested 16 oth¬ 
er people in the case. 

Irina Walker moved to the 
U.S. from Switzerland in 
1983 with her former hus¬ 
band John Kreuger, ac¬ 
cording to her daughter, 
Angelica Kreuger of Or¬ 


egon. She said her parents 
were school friends in Eu¬ 
rope and her father fell in 
love wifh Oregon. 

Angelica Kreuger said her 
mother is proud of her heri¬ 
tage — she keeps a large 
picture of her father in the 
living room — but never 
lived a lavish lifestyle. As for 
herself, Kreuger said being 
the child of a princess only 
got her picked on in school. 
“We tried to live as normal 
as possible around here,” 
she said. “Then you go over 
to Europe and that’s sort of 
like all fancy." 

Never a particularly social 
person, Irina Walker rode 
horses, gardened, studied 
the Bible and raised two 
children while living in Or- 
geon. She later divorced 
her husband and, in 2007, 
married a man who had 
been a family friend and 
neighbor — former Coos 
County sheriff’s deputy 
John Walker. 

“She kind of turned hippie,” 
Angelica Kreuger said. 


“She just wanted to wake 
up in the morning and tend 
to her goats and mess with 
her horses.” 

Kreuger said her mother 
became isolated from the 
family and fhe fwo have 
not spoken in a couple 
months.She said she had 
warned her mother about 
her second husband, John 
Walker, whom she called 
“bad news,” but her moth¬ 
er didn’t want to believe it. 
She said Walker made her 
mother feel beautiful and 
special, and her mother 
would do anything he said. 
“My mom's kind of naive, 
fhaf's fhe easiest way to 
put it,” Kreuger said. “She 
doesn’t really know the 
bad side of people.” 
Kreuger said she doesn’t 
believe her mother knew 
the full extent of what was 
allegedly going on with 
the chickens, and wouldn't 
have gotten caught up in 
such a thing if she knew 
the potential for a jail

The Beijing Youth Daily said 
Friday the zoo also had 
a dog in the wolf cage, 
foxes in the leopard en¬ 
closure and nutrias in the 
snake den. Though the 
zoo said it wasn’t trying to 
fool anyone, it issued an 
apology to the public and 
closed for “rectification,” 
reported another news¬ 
paper, the Beijing News. It 
also planned to reorganize 
its public-private manage¬ 
ment structure, although 
the details were still being 
worked out, the newspa¬ 
per said. 

The Beijing Youth Daily 
quoted zoo manager Liu 
Suya as denying any at¬ 
tempt at deception, saying 
the lion had been lent out 
for breeding and would 
be back soon. The dog 
belonged to a friend of a 


zoo keeper who was on a 
business trip and needed a 
place to keep his pet while 
away, Liu said. 

Liu said the leopard had 
also been lent out for 
breeding, while the snake 
and wolf were merely shel¬ 
tering from the torrid sum¬ 
mer heat. The substitute 
animals had been drafted 
because an empty cage 
would have “looked bad,” 
Liu said." If visitors require 
an explanation, we'd be 
happy to give it to them," 
Liu said. Calls to the zoo 
rang unanswered. The fa¬ 
cility, with more than 20 an¬ 
imals on display, sits inside 
the city’s People’s Park and 
is co-run by the municipal 
government and a private 
contractor. 

The Beijing Youth Daily said 
it was informed of the odd 
situation by a zoo visitor 
who had been taking her 
son around the enclosures 
to teach him the sounds 
that various animals make.

Successful 5th Edition: 

Optimist Sailors win Budget Marine 
Cup at Aruba International Regatta! 


PALM BEACH - The fifth 
edition of the Aruba In¬ 
ternational Regatta drew 
competitors from Bonaire, 
Curagao, Sint Maarten 
and of course Aruba to 
the new regatta location 
in Oranjestad Aruba.

They were awarded 
this cup in recognition of 
the successful effort they 
make to promote safe sail¬ 
ing in Aruba. The Optimist 
1 class was won by Jort 
Hartmans, followed by Da- 


nique Prins and Tjerk Prin- 
sen. In the Optimist 2 class 
the win was for Jesper Prins, 
followed by Tijn Hartmans 
and Timon Prins. 

The competition in the 
yacht class was fierce. Sail¬ 
ing yacht Dash from Cura¬ 
gao, skippered by Remco 
van Dortmondt, prolonged 
last year’s title as fastest 
yacht of the fleet, followed 
by SV Nawati from Bonaire 
with captain Werner Haan. 
These two yachts man¬ 
aged to outwit the local 
knowledge of the Aruban 
yacht La D’ing with cap- 
tainHenk Werner who took 


the third place. 

The new upwind - down¬ 
wind courses of only 6 miles 
designed by race director 
Anthony Hagedoorn en¬ 
sured fast tactical races 
where participants had to 
dodge currents, deal with 
windshifts and variable 
winds. 

In the Beach Cat class 
the competition was even 
closer than in the yachting 
class: Diederik Kamerling 
and Henk Hankart beat 
Aat Hoek and Theo Kok 
after five races with only 


one point’s difference, 
followed immediately by 
Frenk van Kan and Patrick 
Melchiors. 

The sunfish class was won 
by the Aruban champion 
Richard van der Wal, fol¬ 
lowed by Ton Nuijten from 
Bonaire and Robbie Ferron 
from St Maarten. 

In the windsurfing classes, 
a double win was for Jean 
Paul da Silva, a promising 
windsurfer from Curagao 
who won both the down¬ 
wind slalom and the long 
distance in the Junior divi¬ 
sion, Ethan Westera from 
Aruba did the same in the 


Super Junior division. 

The atmosphere of the 
event is best described in 
an email that was sent by 
the race director of the 
Aruba International Regat¬ 
ta, Anthony Hagedoorn, to 
the founder of the event, 
Eric Mijts. Anthony says: 

“I have to admit, when you 
told me the regatta was 
going to be held at Surf 
Side Beach, I thought there 
was no way we could get 
proper courses designed 
for all the classes, espe¬ 
cially for the yachts as far 


as keeping them in deep 
and safe water. But after 
playing around with course 
possibilities on Google 
Earth, I began to realize 
that it was in fact, the per¬ 
fect location for our venue. 
The feedback we received 
was nothing short of amaz¬ 
ing. From the Optimist class, 
the people from SIWA, the 
kids and parents who were 
cheering on with the sailing 
action right before them in 
a safe environment. The 
Sunfish Class participants 
were very happy with the 
location and the courses. 
Theo Poiesz and Richard 
van der Wal, veterans from 
the Aruba Sunfish Club 
came to me personally to 
thank and congratulate 
me. Robbie Ferron from 
Budget Marine mentioned 
that the organization was 
of very high caliber and 
could not remember the 
last time he had so much 
fun in a regatta. That com¬ 
ing from him, says a lot to 
me and is something we 
can both be very proud 
of. The beach cats were

‘Driekiel-O-Meter’ turtle information sign graces Eagle Beach! 


PALM BEACH - Along the Boulevard at Eagle 
Beach, in front of Paradise Beach Villa’s you can 
find a big sign called “Driekiel-o-meter” with in¬ 
formation about the Leatherback Sea Turtle 
(locally called Driekiel). Nests of this species of 
sea turtle (the biggest sea turtle of the world!) 
can be found on Aruba’s sandy beaches from 
March till September. A second meter-reading 
sign is placed at the other end of Eagle Beach, 
close to Costa Linda Beach Resort. 

The signs show the amount of nests laid by the 
Leatherback Sea Turtle on the stretch of beach 
from Amsterdam Manor Resort till Tamarijn 
Beach Resort during the nesting season of 2012. 
The number of nests laid in 2013 has been up¬ 
dated by Turtugaruba volunteers as well. 

A third panel gives information about the life 
cycle of the Leatherback, the complete nest¬ 
ing process and the voluntary work of the Tur¬ 
tugaruba Foundation. And last but not least: 
beware, care and read how you can do your 
share to help protect these endangered ani¬ 
mals!

Pistorius to be indicted, trial in early 2014

JOHANNESBURG (AP) —Os¬ 
car Pistorius will be indicted 
for premeditated murder 
on Monday and the dou¬ 
ble-amputee Olympian 
will go on trial in early 2014, 
about a year after shoot¬ 
ing dead girlfriend Reeva 
Steenkamp. 

In a somber twist, the 
world-famous athlete will 
be served with the mur¬ 
der indictment on the day 
Steenkamp would have 
celebrated her 30th birth¬ 
day. 

Pistorius will be formally 
charged for the Valentine’s 
Day slaying of the woman 
he says he loved dearly 


and killed by mistake, and 
will face a life sentence 
with a minimum of 25 years 
in prison if convicted of pre¬ 
meditated murder. Other 
charges could be added 
to the indictment. Prosecu¬ 
tors declined to comment 
on South African media re¬ 
ports on Friday that charg¬ 
es of recklessly discharging 
a firearm in public in two 
separate incidents would 
also be laid against the 
runner. 

If the extra charges — re¬ 
portedly relating to Pistorius 
shooting a gun out a mov¬ 
ing car and firing one acci¬ 
dentally at a restaurant — 
are added, they may show 
the prosecution's aim to

paint him as trigger-happy 
at his blockbuster trial next 
year. 


The 26-year-old Pistorius 
denies he committed mur¬ 
der and says he shot Steen¬ 
kamp through a locked 
toilet cubicle door in his 
bathroom in the early hours 
of Feb. 14 thinking she 
was a dangerous night¬ 
time intruder. Prosecutors 
say he intended to kill her. 
A six-month police inves¬ 
tigation ended this week, 
during which investiga¬ 
tors reportedly focused on 
cellphones found at Pisto¬ 
rius’ upscale home as well 
as the toilet door through 
which he shot. 

The investigation team “is 
convinced that the ac¬ 
cused has a charge to an¬ 
swer to,” the national po¬ 


lice commissioner’s office 
said. Detectives, forensic 
experts, ballistics experts, 
forensic psychologists and 
technology experts had 
all worked the case, po¬ 
lice said, gathering the evi¬ 
dence for trial and which 
could send Pistorius to pris¬ 
on until he is older than 50, 
at least. 

National Prosecuting Au¬ 
thority spokesman Medupe 
Simasiku told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that the exact 
date for the trial in early 
2014 had not yet been set 
and would likely be decid¬ 
ed on Monday, Pistorius' 
next scheduled appear¬ 
ance at Pretoria Magis¬ 
trate's Court. □ 
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Djokovic’s bid for ATP history ends in Cincy

MASON, Ohio (AP) — No¬ 
vak Djokovic dumped 
another pressure-packed 
shot into the net and stood 
in place for a moment, 
stunned by another upset 
in Cincinnati. 

It’s the only place where 
he can't win. 

Top-ranked American 
John Isner ended Djokov¬ 
ic’s attempt to make ATP 
history Friday, beating the 
No. 1 player 7-6 (5), 3-6, 7-5 
in the quarterfinals at the 
Western & Southern Open. 
Djokovic has never won in 
Cincinnati, the only Masters 
event that has eluded him 
during his career. He has 
lost in the finals four times, 
including last year to Roger 
Federer. All he needs to do 
is hoist the winner’s trophy 
one time in Cincinnati to 
become the first player to 
win all nine Masters events. 
Wait until next year. Again. 
“It's disappointing that I 
played this way," Djokovic 
said. “For me, it's very dis¬ 
appointing.” 

Isner reached the semifi¬ 
nals in Cincinnati for fhe 
first time, knocking off a 
No. 1 for only the second 
time. His other No. 1 upset? 
He beat Djokovic at Indi¬ 
ans Wells in the semifinals 
last year. 

“A fantastic win for me,” Is¬ 
ner said. “Certainly one of 
my greatest memories as a 
tennis player.” 

He'll play seventh-seeded 
Juan Martin del Potro, who 
advanced Friday by beat¬ 
ing qualifier Dmitry Tursu- 
nov 6-4, 3-6, 6-1. Del Potro 
is in the semifinals for the 
second straight year. 

Soon after Djokovic got 
knocked out. No. 2 Andy 
Murray was gone, too. He 
failed to convert a break 
point while losing to Tomas 
Berdych 6-3, 6-4. Berdych 
also beat Murray in the 
quarterfinals at Madrid this 
year. 

In the women’s draw, 14th- 
seeded Jelena Jankovic 
beat 12th-seeded Roberta 
Vinci 6-0, 6-4 to reach the 
semifinals for the third time. 
She won the tournament 
in 2009 and lost the title 
match to Maria Sharapova 
in 2011. 

“I love playing here in Cin¬ 


cinnati because I have 
great results in the past,” 
said Jankovic, who fought 
off eight of nine break 
points in the second set. 
“So that always helps. I 
mean, I was a finalist and 
a champion before, so you 
always love coming back 
to places where you can 
win." 

Not Djokovic. 

He played poorly last year 
in his loss to Federer in the 
final. He was off again Fri¬ 
day, which was especially 
frustrating since he came 
into the tournament moti¬ 
vated to make ATP history. 
“I just played a very bad 
match overall," he said. 
“Terrible match. From be¬ 
ginning to end, except the 
start of the second set, I 
was just a different player 
totally.” 

Djokovic wasted a chance 
to break Isner early in the 
third set. He was up 40-15 
in the final game, ready 
to send it to a tiebreaker, 
when he came apart. Isner 
kept the game going with 
a running forehand that 
hugged the line, draw¬ 
ing a loud cheer from the 
crowd. 

“Probably the best shot I hit 
all match,” Isner said. 
Djokovic gave Isner his first 
attempt at a match point 
by dumping a backhand 
into the net, but saved it 
with a 119 mph ace. With 
the crowd cheering Isner 
on, Djokovic double-fault¬ 
ed and dumped another 
backhand into the net, 
giving Isner his only service 
break of the match. 

What happened on those 
last two points? 

“I don’t know,” Djokovic 
said. Del Potro has been 
playing with a sore wrist 
and knee, two concerns 
with the U.S. Open at hand. 
He managed to reach the 
semifinals without issue. 

“It's bothering me a little 
bit, but not too much,” he 
said. “(I’m) trying to play 
a slice and play different 
shots in this tournament be¬ 
fore fhe U.S. Open to see 
how different I can play 
against the top guys or do¬ 
ing different things." 

“I’m OK,” he added. “My 
knee is OK, too, and that's 
important looking forward 
fo New York.'O

BROOKLYN, Michigan (AP) 

— No matter what kind of 
car he’s in next year, Juan 
Pablo Montoya is eager to 
start winning again. 

That was the message the 
37-year-old driver repeat¬ 
ed throughout a brief ses¬ 
sion with reporters Friday 
at Michigan Internation¬ 
al Speedway. Montoya 
won’t be back with long¬ 
time team owner Chip Ga- 
nassi for an eighth NASCAR 
season, and the Colom¬ 
bian driver’s future is very 
much up in the air. 
Montoya wasn't tipping his 
hand Friday. 

“I’ve talked to a lot of peo¬ 
ple — put it that way,” he 
said. “I don’t want to be 
specific about anybody. I 
know some people are in¬ 
terested.” 

Montoya's goal is pretty 
simple. 

“The only thing I said al¬ 
ready is, I want to be in 


a winning car,” he said. 
“Don't know what I’m go¬ 
ing to do, but I want to 
make sure I’m in a winning 
car.” 

Montoya is one of the 
world’s most decorated 
drivers, with an Indianapo¬ 
lis 500 victory and wins in 


Formula One, NASCAR 
and the Rolex 24 Flours of 
Daytona. But his results in 
NASCAR have been under¬ 
whelming. Fie has two wins 
in 239 career starts and 
his best season finish was 
eighth in 2009. 

Montoya’s latest stint with 


Ganassi began in 2006, 
when he left Formula One 
for NASCAR. They also 
teamed up to win the 1999 
CART championship and 
2000 Indianapolis 500 be¬ 
fore Montoya moved to FI. 
When asked if he could 
work with Ganassi in Indy- 
Car or Grand-Am, Mon¬ 
toya left that door open. 

“It could be with Chip, 
could be with somebody 
else,” he said. “With Chip, 
something we said is. No. 
1, make sure we keep our 
friendship. We are really 
good friends, we have a 
good relationship.” 
Flowever, Montoya ac¬ 
knowledged that a change 
could help both parties. 
“We've been together for 
seven years. We had our 
ups, we had our downs. I 
think if we kept going and 
the results don't come, we 
end up hating each other,” 
he said. “We’re really good 
friends. We respect each 
other as boss and driver 


and as friends as well.” 
Montoya is the only non¬ 
white Sprint Cup driver, 
and he helped expand 
NASCAR’s popularity out¬ 
side the United States, but 
it’s not clear if he'll be in¬ 
volved at all in NASCAR in 
the immediate future. Fie 
said he's talked with other 
NASCAR owners this year, 
but he wanted to make 
sure he had the option of 
staying at Ganassi if pos- 
sible.There aren’t many 
good open seats available 
on the Cup circuit, and 
Montoya could be forced 
to look at sports car racing, 
a return to open wheel, or 
maybe even a European 
series. 

Fie was perhaps most 
vague when asked about 
possibly going to the Indy- 
Car series. 

“I was committed to NAS¬ 
CAR. When you're commit¬ 
ted to NASCAR, you want 
to make sure your head is in 
NASCAR,” Montoya said.Q

Nelson hit a 
solo homer off Phil Hughes 
(4-12) to make it 3-1 in the 
fourth. He added his first 
career slam off Boone Lo¬ 
gan in a five-run eighth.

Sonny Gray struck out nine

MOSCOW (AP) — Shelly- 
Ann Fraser-Pryce and Usain 
Bolt still have three gold 
medals on their mind at the 
world championships. 
Fraser-Pryce blasted out 
of the blocks, heard Olym¬ 
pic champion Allyson Felix 
scream and fall to the track 
behind her with a torn right 
hamstring, and held off Mu- 
rielle Ahoure of Ivory Coast 
and Blessing Okagbare of 
Nigeria to take her second 
gold by winning the 200 
meters. 

Now, the 100 and 200 
champion has the 4x100 
relay to go to get her first 
triple at a major event. Bolt 
already has three of those 
and easily qualified for Sat¬ 
urday’s 200 final. 

The big clash between Fra¬ 
ser-Pryce and Felix never 
materialized. The Ameri¬ 
can was slow out of the 
blocks and never made up 
ground before she started 
limping at high speed and 
falling to the track. 

“I was definitely looking for 
the fact that she was be¬ 
hind me. 

I was a little nervous at the 
same time, because I know 
that she is a closer of course 
and she is very strong," Fra¬ 
ser-Pryce said. 

“I heard when she 
screamed out but I was re¬ 
ally focused,” the Jamai¬ 
can added. “I decided I 
was running that corner 
and I didn’t care who you 
were, if you were Usain Bolt 
behind me, I couldn’t care 
less. I was running like my 
life depended on it." 

As Fraser-Pryce celebrated 
another major win for Ja¬ 
maica, Felix had her face 
contorted in pain. Minutes 
later, when the Jamaican 
started dancing to Bob 
Marley’s “One Love,” Felix 
was carried off the Luzhniki 
Stadium track in the arms of 


her brother Wes. 

While Bolt and Fraser-Pryce 
can still win more. Mo Farah 
of Britain finished another 
championship with a long¬ 
distance double. 

The 5,000-10,000 gold med¬ 
alist from the London Olym¬ 
pics again proved there is 
no match for his finish af¬ 
ter a long race, kicking for 
home to win the 5,000 after 
a first gold on the opening 
day of the world champi¬ 
onships. 

Over an exhilarating last 
lap, Farah held off Hagos 
Gebrhiwet of Ethiopia and 
Isiah Koech to make him 
the defining long distance 
runner of his age. 

“There’s not many athletes 
who have done that,” Far¬ 
ah said. 

“Only the great Kenenisa 
Bekele, who has achieved 
so many things, and to be 
able to achieve what he 
has achieved is just an hon¬ 
or.” 


Bolt’s qualifying run in his fa¬ 
vorite event was more com¬ 
plicated than it seemed at 
first. After he won the 100 
on Sunday, he dropped a 
starting block on his foot 
during practice and said it 
was still tender. 

“I just dropped it on my 
foot. It wasn't on purpose. 
It was just a mistake,” Bolt 
said. “I was in training, and I 
was moving it and dropped 
it on my foot.” 

With only two assured qual¬ 
ification spots from his heat, 
the 100 champion switched 
into a higher gear at the 
end of his race when, un¬ 
expectedly, Anaso Jobod- 
wana appeared on his left 
shoulder. 

Bolt momentarily gritted his 
teeth but soon turned them 
into a grin as he held off the 
South African and took first 
place in his semifinal heat 
in 20.12 seconds. He never 
showed any unease about 
his right foot. 


“At the last minute when 
I started slowing down, I 
heard South Africa on my 
inside,” Bolt said. “I didn’t 
want to lose the race so 
I picked up the speed 
again.” 

Curtis Mitchell was the top 
qualifier in 19.97 with a per¬ 
sonal best time, but saw all 
his American teammates 
eliminated from the final. 
Isiah Young missed it by .03 
seconds. 

Bolt was joined in the final 
by Jamaican teammates 
Nickel Ashmeade and War¬ 
ren Weir. 

If Bolt wins, he goes into the 
4x100 relay seeking to win 
three golds at the worlds for 
the second time, match¬ 
ing his feat at the last two 
Olympics. 

And after three silver med¬ 
als on Thursday, the United 
States was ready to get in 
that golden mood again. 
But even if LaShawn Mer¬ 
ritt added the 4x400 gold 


to the individual title by an¬ 
choring the relay team, the 
U.S. fell short in the men's 
shot put and long jump. 
Favorite Ryan Whiting, the 
season’s top performer, 
took silver with a toss of 
21.57 meters, losing to Da¬ 
vid Storl of Germany, who 
retained his title with a 
throw of 21.73. 

And despite a big tradition 
in the long jump, the U.S. 
failed to medal. Aleksan¬ 
dr Menkov of Russia won, 
beating Ignisious Gaisah 
of the Netherlands with a 
world leading effort. 

Russia got off to a great 
start when Olympic ham¬ 
mer throw champion Taty¬ 
ana Lysenko set a world 
championship record to 
retain her title, edging 2009 
gold medalist Anita Wlo- 
darczyk of Poland. 

In a seesaw competition, 
Lysenko finally got the up¬ 
per hand with a throw of 
78.80 meters on her fourth 
attempt, edging Wlodarc- 
zyk by a mere 34 centime¬ 
ters. 

In the gold medal stand¬ 
ings, both the United States 
and Russia had five gold 
going into the closing week¬ 
end but the Americans had 
16 overall, compared to 11 
for the host nation. 

Off the track, pole vault 
great Yelena Isinbayeva 
backed off from her com¬ 
ments criticizing homosexu¬ 
ality. 

The Russian said she “may 
have been misunderstood” 
when she condemned ho¬ 
mosexuality and criticized 
Swedish high jumper Emma 
Green Tregaro for painting 
her fingernails in the rain¬ 
bow colors to express sup¬ 
port for gays and lesbians. 
“English is not my first lan¬ 
guage,” Isinbayeva said. 
“Let me state in the stron¬ 
gest terms that I am op¬ 
posed to any discrimination 
against gay people.”□ 






























Facebook to test mobile payments service 


NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
book plans to test a mo¬ 
bile payments service that 
lets users make purchases 
inside mobile applications 
using payment information 
they have added to their 
account on the social net- 
work.Facebook Inc. said 
Thursday that it is working 
on a “very small test” and 
the company says there is 
no set schedule for mak¬ 
ing the service available 
to users. The service would 
use payment information 
that shoppers store on 
Facebook to automatically 
complete checkout forms 
of certain mobile apps. 
Then, the app would pro¬ 
cess the purchase. 
Spokeswoman Tera Ran¬ 
dall said in an e-mailed 
statement that Facebook 
has a “great relationship 


with PayPal, and this prod¬ 
uct is simply to test how we 
can help our app partners 
provide a more simple 
commerce experience.” 

The test, she added, won't 
involve moving payment 
processing “away from an 
app’s current payments 
provider, such as PayPal.” 

Nonetheless, shares of 
PayPal’s owner, eBay Inc. 
declined on news of the 
potential competition. The 
stock closed down $1.05, 
or 1.9 percent, at $53.18. 

Facebook’s stock closed 
down 9 cents at $36.56.

BlackBerry chief executive 
could get almost $55.6M

TORONTO (AP) — Black- 
Berry CEO Thorsten Fleins 
could receive almost $55.6 
million if the company is 
sold and he is ousted from 
the top job. 

Heins would receive $48 
million in equity awards, 
based on the company's 
share price at the end of its 
latest fiscal year, accord¬ 
ing to a regulatory filing 
earlier this year. He would 
also get $7.5 million in com¬ 
pensation for his salary and 
bonus under the change 


of control provisions in his 
contract. 

The company would pay 
$72,000 in benefits and re¬ 
tirement savings. The plan 
was approved by share¬ 
holders at its annual meet¬ 
ing on July 9. 

BlackBerry announced that 
a sale of the company was 
one option that would be 
considered under a strate¬ 
gic review of the company, 
which has lost market share 
to Apple and Android- 
based phones. The long- 


awaited debut of its new 
phones this year has failed 
to turn around the strug¬ 
gling smartphone maker. 
The company’s strategic 
review is being headed by 
Timothy Dattels, a Black¬ 
Berry director and a senior 
partner at TPG Capital, one 
of the world’s largest pri¬ 
vate equity firms. 

Fairfax Financial and its 
chief executive, Prem 
Watsa, which hold ap¬ 
proximately 11 percent of 
BlackBerry, are considered 
among possible buyers. 
Watsa resigned from the 
BlackBerry board on Mon¬ 
day due to potential con¬ 
flicts of interest. 

If Heins were to be removed 
from his job at BlackBerry 
without a change of con¬ 
trol, he would receive a 
package valued at $22 mil¬ 


lion, including $5.8 million in 
compensation for his salary 
and bonus, $72,000 in ben¬ 
efits and retirement savings 
and $16.1 million in equity 
awards.The BlackBerry, pio¬ 
neered in 1999, had been 
the dominant smartphone 
for on-the-go business peo¬ 
ple and other consumers 
before Apple debuted the 
iPhone in 2007. In the years 
since, BlackBerry Ltd. has 
been hammered by com¬ 
petition from the iPhone 
as well as Android-based 
rivals. 

Heins was named CEO in 
January 2012, replacing 
co-founders and co-CEOs 
Mike Lazaridis and Jim Bal- 
sillie, who stepped down 
after shareholders de¬ 
manded a management 
shakeup. 

This past January, the com¬ 


pany unveiled new phones 
running a revamped oper¬ 
ating system called Black¬ 
Berry 10 designed to better 
compete. But its market 
share continues to lag. IDC 
said last week BlackBerry 
has fallen fo fourth place 
in global smartphone sales, 
now trailing Microsoft. 
BlackBerry also warned in 
June of future losses. 

CIBC analyst Todd Coup¬ 
land suggested BlackBerry 
could be worth as much 
as $20 per share in a take¬ 
over, and that big technol¬ 
ogy companies as well as 
private equity firms could 
be interested. Mike Walk- 
ley, an analyst with Canac- 
cord Genuity, said Tuesday 
the stock is up on takeover 
speculation. He believes 
the company is worth $8 
per share.Q 
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Stocks slide; Dow has worst week of 2013

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
fell Friday, closing out what 
was the worst week of the 
year for the Dow Jones In¬ 
dustrial Average. 

The market was dragged 
lower by a weak per¬ 
formance from retailers 
and companies sensitive 
to higher interest rates. 
Homebuilders and bank¬ 
ing stocks were among the 
best performers. 

Stocks had a decent start 
in the first half of the week, 
but investors were hit hard 
in the last three days. Over¬ 
all, the Dow retreated 2.2 
percent for the week, its 
worst for 2013. The broader 
Standard & Poor’s 500 in¬ 
dex lost 2.1 percent for the 
week, its second-worst per¬ 
formance of the year. 

The possibility of a cutback 
in the Federal Reserve's 
massive bond-buying pro¬ 
gram in September has 
roiled the bond market in 
the last couple of weeks, 
which in turn spilled over 
into the stock market. The 
yield on the benchmark 
U.S. 10-year Treasury note 
rose to 2.83 percent, its 
highest level since July 
2011. A week ago, the 
yield was 2.58 percent. In 
the bond market, yields rise 
as bond prices fall. 

“When yields are going 
up like this, that's scary for 
most equity investors," said 
Brian Reynolds, chief mar¬ 
ket strategist at Rosenblatt 
Securities. 

On Friday, the S&P 500 lost 
5.49 points, or 0.33 per¬ 
cent, to 1,655.83. The Dow 
fell 30.72 points, or 0.2 per¬ 
cent, to 15,081.47 and the 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
(AP) — Denmark’s shipping 
and oil group A.P. Moller- 
Maersk saw profits at its 
container unit nearly dou¬ 
ble in the second-quarter, 
contributing to a big rise in 
the company’s share price. 
Even so, 

the Copenhagen-based 
company said Friday that 
overall profit fell amid lower 
freight rates and oil pro¬ 
duction. Net profit in the 
period fell 13 percent to 4.9 
billion kroner ($856 million)

to 3,602.78. 

Shares of utilities and tele¬ 
communications com¬ 
panies, which typically 


perform poorly in a higher 
interest-rate environment, 
closed broadly lower. New 
York-based utility Consoli¬ 
dated Edison Inc. fell 75 
cents, or 1.3 percent, to 
$56.64 while California's 
PG&E was down 71 cents, 
or 1.6 percent, to $42.64. 
Dow components Verizon 
Communications Inc. and 
AT&T Inc. fell 1.7 percent 
and 0.5 percent, respec¬ 
tively. 

Retailers continued their 
multi-day selloff. Nordstrom 
Inc. gave a bleak sales 
outlook late Thursday that 
echoed similar forecasts 
from Wal-Mart Stores Inc. 
and Macy's Inc. earlier this 
week. The outlooks have 


compared with a year ear¬ 
lier, while revenue dropped 
9 percent to 81 billion kro¬ 
ner ($14.43 billion). 

The big bright spot in the re¬ 
sults was Maersk Line, which 
saw profits swell to $439 mil¬ 
lion from $227 million in the 
same period a year ago. 
The company credited the 
advance to lower costs 
and a 2.1 percent increase 
in volumes despite a 13.1 
percent decline in average 
freight rates. The company 
said the cost decrease was 


raised worries that U.S. 
shoppers might be pulling 
back on spending. 
Nordstrom's stock fell $2.90, 
or 4.9 percent, to $56.43, 
making it the biggest de- 


cliner in the S&P 500. 

The retail industry is a close¬ 
ly-watched part of the U.S. 
economy as consumer 
spending makes up rough¬ 
ly 70 percent of economic 
activity. The disappointing 
outlooks are worrisome be¬ 
cause they take into ac¬ 
count the back-to-school 
shopping season, typically 
the second-biggest shop¬ 
ping period for U.S. retail¬ 
ers. 

“It's left us scratching our 
heads,” said John Fox, who 
oversees $873 million in as¬ 
sets as co-manager of the 
FAM Value Fund. “It really 
forces you to ask the ques¬ 
tion: ‘is the consumer slow¬ 
ing down?”’ 


mainly driven by vessel net¬ 
work efficiencies and lower 
bunker price. 

Maersk Line has the world’s 
biggest container shipping 
fleet, making up around 15 
percent of the global con¬ 
tainer shipping capacity. 
CEO Nils S. Andersen said 
the unit was “now an indus¬ 
try leader in terms of profit¬ 
ability.” 

Jacob Pedersen, an ana¬ 
lyst at Denmark's Sydbank, 
said the unit's performance 
was “impressive.” 


Investors have also been 
concerned about what 
will happen to the stock 
market -- and the U.S.

billion-a-month bond-buy¬ 
ing program in Septem¬ 
ber. Some investors think 
that the Fed’s program has 
been a large contributor 
to the stock market’s re¬ 
cord run.“The big question 
is, will the Fed eliminate the 
bond-buying program in 
September, and, if so, how 
they will they remove the 
bond buying,” said Frank 
Davis, director of sales and 
trading for LEK Securities. 
Reynolds said investors 
should expect more selling 
ahead of the Fed’s deci¬ 
sion. 

“Expect a correction, but a 
shallower correction than 
the one that happened in 
June,” he said. □

ing up almost 9 percent 
at 48,720 kroner on the 
Copenhagen Stock Ex¬ 
change. 

Looking ahead, the com¬ 
pany cautioned that 2013 
is “subject to considerable 
uncertainty,

SEC approves 
$8B sale of NYSE 
parent to ICE 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Reg¬ 
ulators have approved the 
proposed $8 billion sale of 
the venerable New York 
Stock Exchange to a much 
younger futures exchange. 
The deal is a symbol of how 
financial markets are being 
increasingly reshaped by 
high technology. 

The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission dis¬ 
closed Friday that it autho¬ 
rized the takeover of the 
two-centuries-old NYSE’s 
parent by Atlanta-based 
IntercontinentalExchange, 
or ICE. The rival acquir¬ 
ing company, founded in 
2000, has expanded rapid¬ 
ly through acquisitions over 
the past decade. 

The SEC said in a filing that 
it has determined that the 
merger of the exchanges 
would comply with securi¬ 
ties laws and regulations. 
The merger also must be 
approved by regulators in 
Europe. The NYSE’s parent 
is NYSE Euronext, which in¬ 
cludes stock exchanges 
in Europe. The European 
Commission, the execu¬ 
tive body of the 28-nation 
European Union, gave its 
approval in June. The deal 
is expected to close in 
the fall. For each share of 
NYSE Euronext stock they 
own, shareholders would 
be able to choose either 
$33.12 in cash, about a 
quarter-share of ICE, or a 
combination of $11.27 in 
cash and around one-sixth 
of a share of ICE. 

ICE’s offer was valued at 
$8 billion when it was an¬ 
nounced in December. 
Based on ICE’s current 
share price, the deal would 
be worth about $10 billion. 
ICE shares were up $1.12 
at $181.47 in trading Friday. 
NYSE Euronext shares rose 
22 cents to $42.07. 

“We welcome the (SEC) 
decision," NYSE Euronext 
spokesman Rich Adamonis 
said. 

ICE representatives didn’t 
immediately return a call 
seeking comment. 

ICE has said that little would 
change for the NYSE trad¬ 
ing floor — known as the 
Big Board — at the corner 
of Wall and Broad streets

AP Business Writer 
HONG KONG (AP) — French 
cosmetics giant L’Oreal 
is making an $843 million 
takeover offer for skincare 
company Magic Holdings 
to help it expand in China's 
fast-growing beauty mar¬ 
ket. Magic Holdings Inter¬ 
national Ltd. is the “ideal 
fit” for L’Oreal SA’s existing 
China business and the 
deal also gives Magic an 
“ideal partner” to expand 
into new markets, the com¬ 
panies said in a joint filing 
Friday. Magic is the mar¬ 
ket leader in the rapidly 
expanding product cat¬ 
egory of facial masks, wifh 
26 percent market share 
last year, according to AC 
Nielsen data. “Facial masks 
are one of China’s beauty 
market’s fastest growing 
areas with very promising 
development prospects," 
L'Oreal said in a statement. 
“L’Oreal intends to develop 
this Chinese brand by con¬ 
tributing its science based 
expertise.” Emerging mar¬ 
kets such as China have be¬ 
come increasingly impor¬ 
tant for the French cosmet¬ 
ics maker, which is trying to 
counter stagnant growth in 
its traditional markets. Last 
year the Paris-based com¬ 
pany made more money 
from "new markets,” which

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CIA acknowledges Area 51; not UFOs or aliens

LAS VEGAS (AP) — UFO 

buffs and believers in 
space aliens are celebrat¬ 
ing the CIA’s clearest ac¬ 
knowledgement yet of the 
existence of Area 51, the 
top-secret Cold War test 
site that has been the sub¬ 
ject of elaborate conspira¬ 
cy theories for decades. 
CIA history released Thurs¬ 
day not only refers to Area 
51 by name and describes 
some of the activities that 
took place there, but plac¬ 
es the U.S. Air Force base 
on a map, along the dry 
Groom Lake bed in the Ne¬ 
vada desert. It describes 
some cool planes, though 
none of them are saucer¬ 
shaped. 

The recently declassified 
documents set the tinfoil- 
hat contingent abuzz on 
the Internet, though there’s 
no mention in the papers of 
UFO crashes, black-eyed 
extraterrestrials or staged 
moon landings. 

“I’m thinking that they're 
probably testing the wa¬ 
ters now to see how mad 
people get about the big 
lie and cover-up,” said 
Audrey Flewins, a woman 
from Maine who runs a sup¬ 
port group for people like 
her who believe they have 
been contacted by extra¬ 
terrestrials. “We’re hoping 
the CIA is leading up to dis¬ 
closure” of the existence of 
space aliens on Earth. 

“It's not something you 
can look at us and lie 
about, because we know 
that they're here and have 
been here for a long time,” 
she said. 

George Washington Uni¬ 
versity’s National Security 
Archive used a public re¬ 
cords request to obtain the 
CIA history of one of Area 
51 's most secret Cold War 
projects, the U-2 spy plane 
program. 

National Security Archive 
senior fellow Jeffrey Richel- 
son first reviewed the histo¬ 
ry in 2002, but all mentions 
of the country’s most mys¬ 
terious military base had 
been redacted. So he re¬ 
quested the history again 
in 2005, hoping for more in¬ 
formation. Sure enough, he 
received a version a few 
weeks ago with the men¬ 
tions of Area 51 restored. 


The report is unlikely to 
stop the conspiracy theo¬ 
ries. The 407-page docu¬ 
ment still contains many 
redactions, and who’s to 
say those missing sections 
don’t involve little green 


workers, who can still be 
seen over Las Vegas flying 
to and from the site on un¬ 
marked planes. 

Beginning with the U-2 in 
the 1950s, the base has

Some UFO buffs and others 
believe the most earthshat- 
tering revelations will come 
from Area 51 workers, not 
an official document. 

“The government prob¬ 
ably will not release what 
it knows," UFO researcher 
Robert Flastings said. “My 
opinion is that whoever is 
flying these craft will break 
the story and will reveal 
themselves at some point 
in the future. The CIA is not 
going to release anything 
they don’t want to talk 
about." 

It's not the first time the 
government has acknowl¬ 
edged the existence of the 
super-secret, 8,000-square- 
mile installation. Former 
Presidents Bill Clinton and 
George W. Bush referred to 
the “location near Groom 
Lake” in insisting on con¬ 
tinued secrecy, and other 
government references 
date to the 1960s. 

But Richelson as well as 
those who are convinced 
“the truth is out there” are 
taking the document as a 
sign of loosening secrecy 
about the government's 
activities in the Nevada 
desert. 

The site is known as Area 
51 among UFO aficiona¬ 
dos because that was the 
base's designation on old 
Nevada test site maps. The 
CIA history reveals that of¬ 
ficials renamed it “Paradise 
Ranch” to try to lure skilled 


craft, including the SR-71 
Blackbird, F-117A stealth 
fighter and B-2 stealth

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Adorable new mammal species found ‘in plain sight’

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Imagine a mini-raccoon 
with a teddy bear face 
that is so cute it is hard to 
resist, let alone overlook. 
But somehow science did 
— until now. 

Researchers announced 
Thursday a rare discov¬ 
ery of a new species of 
mammal called the olin¬ 
guito. The reddish-brown 
animal is about 14-inches 
(36-centimeters) long with 
an equally long tail and 
weighs about 2 pounds (1 
kilogram). 

It belongs to a grouping 
of large creatures that 
include dogs, cats and 
bears. 

The critter leaps through 
the trees of mountainous 
forests of Ecuador and Co¬ 
lombia at night, according 
to a Smithsonian research¬ 
er who has spent the past 
decade tracking them. 

But the adorable olinguito 
should not have been so 
hard to find. One of them 
once lived in the Smithso¬ 
nian-run National Zoo in 
Washington for a year in a 
case of mistaken identity. 


“It's been kind of hiding in 
plain sight for a long time” 
despite its extraordinary 
beauty, said Kristofer Hel- 
gen, the Smithsonian’s cu¬ 
rator of mammals. 

The little zoo critter, named 
Ringerl, was mistaken for a 
sister species, the olingo. 
Before she died in 1976, 
Ringerl was shipped from 


U.S. zoo to zoo to try to get 
it to breed with other olin- 
gos. 

She wouldn’t. 

“It turns out she wasn't 
fussy,” Helgen said. “She 
wasn’t the right species.” 
The discovery is described 
in a study in the journal 
ZooKey. 

Helgen first figured olin- 


guitos were different from 
olingos when he was look¬ 
ing at pelts and skeletons 
in a museum. He later led 
a team to South America 
in 2006.“When we went to 
the field we found it in the 
very first night,” said study 
co-author Roland Kays of 
the North Carolina Muse¬ 
um of Natural Sciences. “It 
was almost like it was wait¬ 
ing for us.” 

It’s hard to figure how olin¬ 
gos and onlinguitos were 
confused for each ofher. 
“How is it different? In al¬ 
most every way that you 
can look at it,” Helgen said. 
Olinguitos are smaller, have 
shorter tails, a rounder 
face, tinier ears and darker 
bushier fur, he said. 

“It looks kind of like a fuzz- 
ball ... kind of like a cross 
between a teddy bear and 
a house cat,” Helgen said. 
It eats fruit and has one 
baby at a time. Helgen fig¬ 
ures there are thousands 
of olinguitos in the moun¬ 
tainous forest, traveling 
through the trees at night 
which makes them hard to 
see. 

While new species are 
found regularly, usually 


they are tiny things like in¬ 
sects and not mammals, 
the warm-blooded ad¬ 
vanced class of animals 
that have hair, live births 
and mammary glands in 
females. 

Outside experts said this 
discovery is not merely re¬ 
naming something, but a 
genuine new species — 
with three new subspecies. 
It’s the type of significant 
find that hasn't happened 
in the Americas for about 
35 years. 

“Most people believe there 
are no new species to dis¬ 
cover, particularly of rela¬ 
tively large charismatic an¬ 
imals,” said Case Western 
Reserve University anatomy 
professor Darin Croft. “This 
study demonstrates that 
this is clearly not the case.” 
The olinguito is the smallest 
member of the raccoon 
family of mammals. 

The researchers only saw 
olinguitos in Ecuador and 
Colombia, but they said 
they could also be liv¬ 
ing in parts of Panama, 
Costa Rica, Venezuela, 
Brazil, Peru, and Guyana, 
based on their cloud forest 
habitatO 


NASA, U.S. Navy to test 
space capsule recovery

NORFOLK, Virginia (AP) — 

The U.S. Navy and NASA 
are testing out how they’ll 
recover astronauts once 
they splash down in the 
ocean following future 
missions to deep space, 
something a Navy crew 
hasn’t had to do in nearly 
40 years. 

On Thursday, a team 
of Navy divers and the 
crew of the USS Arlington 
planned to practice re¬ 


trieving a mock-up of the 
Orion space capsule from 
the waters at Naval Station 
Norfolk in southeastern Vir¬ 
ginia. 

While commonplace in 
the early years of manned 
space flight, the Navy 
hasn’t been used to recov¬ 
er astronauts since 1975, 
when the USS New Or¬ 
leans recovered the Apollo 
spacecraft. That mission 
was the first time a U.S. 
and Russian spacecraft 
docked together in space 


and marked the final flight 
of the Apollo program. 
From 1961 to 1975, teams 
of Navy ships tracked and 
recovered Mercury, Gem¬ 
ini and Apollo spacecraft 
after they re-entered the 
Earth’s atmosphere and 
splashed down in oceans. 
After that, astronauts be¬ 
gan flying and returning to 
Earth via the space shuttle. 
Once the space shuttle 
program was shuttered, 
U.S. astronauts began 
hitching rides from Russia 
aboard its Soyuz rocket, 
whose spacecraft lands in 
a Kazakhstan desert. The 
U.S. wants to turn to private 
companies to begin ferry¬ 
ing astronauts to the Inter¬ 
national Space Station and 
back, but NASA intends to 
use its Orion spacecraft, 
still under development, for 
deep space exploration. 
Ultimately, NASA plans to

Mann and d’Amboise are 
just the latest husband- 
and-wife team to perform 
together on Broadway. 
There's also Boyd Gaines 
and Kathleen McNenny, 
Marin Mazzie and Jason 
Danieley, and Taye Diggs 
and Idina Menzel, to name 
just three. (Mann and 
d’Amboise aren’t even the 
only married pair onstage 
in “Pippin”: There are two 
other couples among the 
acrobats.) And this fall, 
real-life husband and wife 
Daniel Craig and Rachel 
Weisz are to play an adul¬ 
terous stage couple in a 
Broadway production of 
Harold Pinter’s “Betrayal.” 
D’Amboise says that while 
she may have been a 
touch competitive with her 
more-established husband 
when they first started dat¬ 
ing, the years have soft¬ 
ened her edge.

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Don’t Kill Fannie Mae

Could it get any worse for Fan¬ 
nie Mae and Freddie Mac? Last 
week, even President Barack 
Obama joined the growing cho¬ 
rus of those who want to put 
them out of business. 

He did so in a speech in Phoenix, 
outlining - at long last - his ideas 
for reshaping the country’s hous¬ 
ing finance system. He called for 
the housing finance market to be 
primarily driven by private capi¬ 
tal, with a “limited” federal role. 
He said that the 30-year fixed- 
rate mortgage should remain a 
mainstay of the mortgage mar¬ 
ket. 

And he essentially endorsed a 
recent bipartisan Senate bill - a 
complex piece of legislation that 
calls for winding down Fannie 
and Freddie over five years. 

Let’s just call this what it is: capit¬ 
ulation. Ever since the financial 
crisis, Republicans have insisted 
that Fannie and Freddie - private 
companies that also have a 
government role, and that guar¬ 
antee and securitize mortgages 
- were the root problem. Accord¬ 
ing to their theory, the two com¬ 
panies drove the country off the 
subprime cliff, primarily because 
of their federal mandate to help 
make it possible for low-income 
borrowers to own homes.The 
truth is pretty much the oppo¬ 
site. When the banks first jumped 
into subprime mortgages, Fannie 
and Freddie hung back. Only af¬ 
ter they began losing significant 
market share did Fannie and 
Freddie decide, belatedly, to get 
into the game. 

Because they were so thinly 
capitalized, they had almost no 
cushion when the losses began 
to pile up. 

And after the George W. Bush 
administration put Fannie and 
Freddie into conservatorship - 
propping them up with a $185 
billion bailout - they had no 
defenders left. Republican de¬ 
mands that Fannie and Freddie 
be put out of their misery be¬ 
came the sine qua non for any 
discussion about reshaping - and 
reviving - housing finance. 

There is no question that Fannie 
and Freddie were deeply prob¬ 
lematic companies in their hey¬ 
day. They bullied anyone - mem¬ 
bers of Congress included - who 
tried to rein them in. They had 
implicit government backing 
that they either played up or de¬ 
nied, depending on the circum¬ 
stances. And in addition to their 
guarantee business, they owned 


a gigantic portfolio of mortgages 
that many feared would bring 
them down. 

But they also did something 
truly vital. When Fannie or Fred¬ 
die guaranteed a mortgage, it 
meant that they were taking on 
the credit risk from the lender. 
That entailed two skills. The first 
was underwriting. Until they 
lost their heads in the subprime 
bubble, Fannie and Freddie had 
high underwriting standards that 
banks had to adhere to get a 
mortgage guaranteed. Second, 
they had to have a highly skilled 
hedging operation that could 
maneuver adeptly as interest 
rates changed. 

And that ability of Fannie and 
Freddie to take on credit risk is 
what made that staple of Ameri¬ 
can housing finance - the 30-year 
fixed-rate mortgage - possible. 
So much can happen over the 
course of 30 years that no bank 
wants to take on that risk - and 
no system of private capital is 
going to continue making those 
loans, at least not without some 
kind of government backing. 
Which is why all this talk of “wind¬ 
ing down” Fannie and Freddie, 
as the president put it last week, 
makes so little sense. In conserva¬ 
torship, the two companies have 
been doing exactly what the 
country needs from them: guar¬ 
anteeing prime mortgages and 
propping up the housing market 
after private capital fled. 

The Senate bill under consider¬ 
ation does backward somer¬ 
saults to kill off Fannie and Fred¬ 
die while retaining a government 
role in the mortgage market, 
including the creation of a new 
agency to serve as a backstop 
to the securitization market. It is 
incredibly complicated, untest¬ 
ed and probably unnecessary. 

In five years as wards of the gov¬ 
ernment, Fannie and Freddie 
have actually shown the kind of 
role they could play. They are no 
longer bullies. They don’t really 
function as private companies 
anymore - nor do they have a 
mission to help people gain the 
American dream. Their portfolio 
is supposed to be gradually un¬ 
wound. They have more capital. 
In other words, their sole role now 
is to guarantee and securitize 
mortgages. And they are making 
huge amounts of money - much 
of which is going to the govern¬ 
ment. Fannie Mae, for instance, 
recently announced a quarterly 
profit of $10.1 billion, and said it 
was making a $10.2 billion pay¬ 
ment to the Treasury. “At the cur¬ 
rent pace,” The Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal reported, “over the next year, 
Fannie and Freddie are likely 
to repay the government more 
money than they borrowed.” 
Does housing finance need re¬ 
form? Yes. Do we need private 
capital to return? Of course. But 
the easiest and most sensible 
reforms would take advantage 
of what we already have - two 
companies that know how to 
handle credit risk - instead of try¬ 
ing something new and untest¬ 
ed, purely because Fannie and 
Freddie are political poison. 

In the meantime, we should be 
thanking Fannie and Freddie, 
instead of tearing them down.Q

Steubenville. The Naval Acad¬ 
emy. Vanderbilt University. The 
stories of young men sexually 
assaulting young women seem 
never to stop, despite all the 
education we’ve had and all 
the progress we’ve supposedly 
made, and there are times when 
I find myself darkly wondering if 
there’s some ineradicable pred¬ 
atory streak in the male subset of 
our species. 

Wrong, Chris Kilmartin told me. 
It’s not DNA we’re up against; 
it’s movies, manners and a set of 
mores, magnified in the worlds of 
the military and sports, that as¬ 
sign different roles and different 
worth to men and women. Fix 
that culture and we can keep 
women a whole lot safer. 

I reached out to Kilmartin, a 
psychology professor and the 
author of the textbook “The Mas¬ 
culine Self,” after learning that 
the military is repeatedly reach¬ 
ing out to him. Right now he’s in 
Colorado, at the Air Force Acad¬ 
emy, which imported him for a 
year to teach in the behavioral 
sciences department and advise 
the school on preventing sexual 
violence. 

He previously worked on a Naval 
Academy curriculum with that 
aim and helped to write a train¬ 
ing film for the Army. At a time of 
heightened concern about rape 
and related crimes in the armed

services, he’s being welcomed 
as someone with insights into the 
problem. 

Its deepest roots, he said, are 
the cult of hyper-masculinity, 
which tells boys that aggression 
is natural and sexual conquest 
enviable, and a set of laws and 
language that cast women as 
inferior, pliable, even disposable. 
“We start boys off at a very early 
age,” Kilmartin told me during 
a recent phone conversation. 
“When the worst thing we say to 
a boy in sports is that he throws 
‘like a girl,’ we teach boys to dis¬ 
respect the feminine and disre¬ 
spect women. That’s the cultural 
undercurrent of rape.” 

Boys see women objectified 
in popular entertainment and 
tossed around like rag dolls in por¬ 
nography. They encounter fewer 
women than men in positions of 
leadership. They hear politicians 
advocate for legislation like the 
Virginia anti-abortion bill that 
would have required women 
who wanted to end pregnancies 
to submit to an invasive vaginal 
ultrasound. 

“Before you make a reproduc¬ 
tive choice, you are going to 
be required to have somebody 
penetrate you with an object,” 
he said. “That’s very paternalistic: 
We know what’s right. You’re not 
in control of your own body.” 

He noted that discussions of do¬ 
mestic violence more often in¬ 
cluded the question of why a 
battered woman stayed than 
the question of why a battering 
man struck, as if the striking was 
to be expected. Men will be 
brute men, just as boys will be 
lusty boys. 

If Kilmartin’s observations can 
read at times like humorless 
chunks of a politically correct 
tome, that’s not how he actually 
comes across. He’s loose, funny. 
In fact he’s got a sideline hobby 
as a stand-up comic. No joke. 

And he’s got a trove of less wonky 
riffs. He mentions the University 
of Iowa, which for decades has 
painted the locker room used 
by opponents pink to put them 
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“in a passive mood” with a “sissy 
color,” in the words of a former 
football coach, Hayden Fry. 

He mentions the bizarre use of 
the term “sex scandals” for such 
incidents as Tailhook decades 
ago and the recent accusations 
that Bob Filner, the mayor of San 
Diego, groped women around 
him, among other offenses. 
“They’re violence scandals,” he 
said. “If I hit you over the head 
with a frying pan, I don’t call that 
cooking.” 

The armed services are a special 
challenge, because they’re all 
about aggression, summoning 
and cultivating Attila the Hun 
and then asking him to play Sir 
Walter Raleigh as well. 

But Kilmartin said that that’s a 
resolvable tension, if men are 
conditioned to show the same 
self-control toward women that 
they do, successfully, in follow¬ 
ing myriad military regulations; if 
they’re encouraged to call out 
sexist behavior; and if, above all, 
commanders monitor their own 
conduct, never signaling that 
women are second-class citizens. 
The integration of women into 
combat duties will help, bolster¬ 
ing women’s standing and al¬ 
tering a climate of inequality, 
Kilmartin said. 

But he and the rest of us are tak¬ 
ing on fortified traditions and 
calcified mind-sets, and that’s 
evident in the enrollment in the 
two classes of Interdisciplinary 
Perspectives on Men and Mascu¬ 
linity that he began teaching Fri¬ 
day. Although female cadets are 
about 20 percent of the Air Force 
Academy, they’re more than 
half of the students who signed 
up for Kilmartin’s course, he said. 
He said that one of them, during 
the very first session, recounted 
that someone at flight school 
over the summer had told her 
that women shouldn’t fly planes. 
“Oh, so do you fly a plane with 
your penis?” Kilmartin asked the 
class. 

One of the male cadets respond¬ 
ed: “Sounds like you’re issuing a 
challenge, sir.” □

A New England Village Is 
Discovered By Hollywood

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SHELBURNE FALLS, Mass. - 

Up in the highlands of west¬ 
ern Massachusetts, a Briga- 
doon lies squirreled away in 
the dense forest. 

Indians fished for salmon at 
the falls on the Deerfield Riv¬ 
er here in the 17th century; 
Europeans settled here in 
the 18th century. After the 
Mohawk Trail, designated a 
scenic road, opened early 
in the 20th century, touring 
families began to discover 
the attractions of this town, 
named for William Petty, 
Earl of Shelburne. And now, 
100 years later, explorers 
have arrived from out West. 
In the last year, Hollywood 
has made Shelburne Falls 
the cinematic canvas for 
two movies. Overnight, 
with a little window dress¬ 
ing, this village can mutate 
into other places or eras. 
Any morning, townsfolk 
could wake up in a Colo¬ 
nial village, the Wild West 
or even Indiana. 

For Emily Bourque, a wait¬ 
ress at the Gypsy Apple 
restaurant on Bridge Street, 
there’s magic in watching 
that transformation. “The 
last movie, we were in New 
Hampshire," she said, “and 


now Indiana. I'm interested 
to see where we'll be in the 
next one." 

“Labor Day," filmed here 
last year and scheduled for 
release on Christmas Day, 
is set in Holton Mills, N.H., 
an imaginary town at the 
heart of Joyce Maynard’s 
novel of the same title. 
“The Judge,” which takes 
place in the fictional Indi¬ 
ana town of Carlinville, was 
filmed here this summer. 
The team behind “The 
Judge," which is directed 
by David Dobkin and stars 
Robert Downey Jr., Robert 
Duvall and Vera Farmiga, 
spent a lot of time search¬ 
ing for a location with just 
the right small-town ap¬ 
peal, said Susan Downey, 
a producer of the film and 
Downey’s wife. Shelburne 
Falls, somewhat surprising¬ 
ly, matched their photo¬ 
graphs of southern Indiana, 
she said. 

The town, not far from 
Greenfield and the Ver¬ 
mont border, is “very much 
a character” in the story, 
Susan Downey added. 
Its image had to “speak 
quickly” to the viewer and 
relay what it would feel 
like for a man to return to 
the place he had walked 


away from years before. 
“It's ironic that we want to 
capture what makes this 
place unique and small 
town and picturesque,” 
she said by phone from the 
set, “and we're totally in¬ 
vading it.” 

These are small towns that 
really do speak quickly to 
audiences, like Holton Mills 
in Maynard’s “Labor Day,” 
where “the main attraction 
is bowling and horseshoes,” 
and “people know each 
other's business.” In the film. 


a depressed single mother 
(Kate Winslet) and her son 
offer a ride to a wounded 
man (Josh Brolin). Or like 
Carlinville in “The Judge,” 
where a big-city lawyer 
(Robert Downey) returns to 
his childhood home for his 
mother's funeral and learns 
that his father, the town 
judge (Duvall), is suspected 
of murder. 

“We started scouting for 
‘Labor Day’ a year in ad¬ 
vance of our shoot,” the 
film’s director, Jason Reit- 


man, wrote in an email, 
and “something hap¬ 
pened” when they drove 
into Shelburne Falls. They 
were hooked by its charm, 
he said, “its commitment to 
a time and place in Ameri¬ 
ca that we read about but 
rarely see.” 

Lisa Strout, the director of 
the Massachusetts Film Of¬ 
fice, said, “There is an au¬ 
thenticity to a place like 
Shelburne Falls that is un¬ 
mistakable to a filmmaker, 
just as it is to a tourist.” 

The village, not visible from 
fhe Mohawk Trail (Stafe 
Roufe 2), sits ensconced 
between the towns of Shel¬ 
burne and Buckland, with 
the Deerfield River run¬ 
ning through it. For many 
years, the main tourist at¬ 
tractions have been the 
Bridge of Flowers, a former 
trolley bridge turned civic 
garden, and the Glacial 
Potholes, ancient natural 
sculptures carved in the 
rocky riverbed just below 
the falls. 

This is “the other Massachu¬ 
setts,” neither Tanglewood 
territory nor a cluster of ivy- 
covered colleges. A three- 
hour drive from Manhattan 
brings visitors to Greenfield 
and the Mohawk Trail, and 
then it is just a jaunt into 
the Berkshire Hills to Shel¬ 
burne Falls and towns with 
forthright Yankee names: 
Ashfield, Plainfield, Col- 
rain, Hawley, Heath and 
Rowe.Q
